Exports by May 1 Seen 


New York, April 18.—Another re- 
duction of 10 per cent in crude 
rubber exports for the quarter com- 
mencing May 1 is inevitable, in the 
opinion of F. R. Henderson, president 
of the Rubber Exchange of New 
York. This, taken in conjunction 
with conditions in the chief produc- 
ing and consuming centers, he says, 
appears likely to bring about higher | 
prices for the product. Mr. Hender- 
son sums up the outstanding fea- 
tures of the outlook in the rubber 
industry in part as follows:

Rumanian Tariff 
Due for Revision 


Washington, April 18. — The 
Rumanian import tariff is sched- 
uled for a general revision to be- 
cemoe effective soon, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce was informed 
today. 

The changes will affect automo- 
biles and motorcycles. The rate 
on the former weighing 1,000 kilos 
or less will be reduced from 810 
to 560 lei; on cars weighing from 
1,000 to 1,500 kilos the rate will be 
reduced from 900 to 660 lei, and 
on cars weighing more than 1,500 
kilos the rate is to be increased 
from 900 to 1,600 lei.
